Improvements That Are Needed. 
“Among those improvements the first and 
most necessary in my judgment is the estab- 
lishment ot & contagious diseases ward on the 
County Hospital grounds. I have advocated 
the establishment of such a ward as a mem- 
ber of the board, and it isa shame and dis- 


". grace that one has not been already estab- 


, tne board been as careful finan- 
cially as it should have been, we could have 
faved enough money out of the appropria- 
tions for buildmgs this year to erect a ward 
such as that of whichI speak. Next year I 
think we will be in @ better position, and if 
we have a Republican majority in the County 
Board I think I ean guarantee the speedy con- 
struction of such a ward. 

Under the assessment made by the State 
Board of Equalization this year we can raise 
from $360,000 to $400,000 more next year for 

county purposes, We ought, under the cir- 
cumstances, to set aside $500,000 of the appro- 
priation for building purposes—which would 
include not only new structures but the re- 
modeling of the old ones. The first work to

Occupation of the Bosses, 


The bosses seem to be concerning them 
selves more with the selection of the precinct 
committeemen who are to be voted for under 
the high-joint agreement at the primaries to 
be held the same day as the elections. There 
are numerous candidates for those commit- 
teernen. They elect the County Central com- 
mitteemen and havea voice in the selection 
of the Aldermen. The wardworkers, there- 
fore, are aroused. The Democratic bosses 
hope to gain thereby. But wise Democrats 
like William Mangler say: “I fear the dis- 
sensions growing out of the ambition of our 
precinct statesmen will have a bad influence 
on our ticket.“ The members of the ruling 
race of course are trying to get their full 
share of the committeemen, and the other na- 
tionalities are putting in their claims.

Jonas Hutchinson, 
now that his name is to go on both the Re- 
publican and Democratic ticket, smiles 
serenely. He will be Judge for one year, and 
it is given out that ‘Thomas Jefferson Curry is 
to be his bailiff.. The bailiffship is the reward, 


it is said, of Mr. Curry's self-sacrificing devo- | 


tion to the party and of his fealty to the Bo- 
hemian element. 

There was a change in the Labor ticket yes- 
terday. Robert Nelson withdrew from the can- 
didacy for President of the County Board. 
He said in explanation of this that while he 
remained on the ticket as a candidate for 
Commissioner the duplication of his name on 
the ligt might mislead those who desired to 
mark in hie favor—the marks would be 
divided between Robert Nelson, candidate for 
Commissioner, and Robert Nelson, candidate 
for President of the County Board.

CRASHED THROUGH A BURNING BRIDGE. 


Two Trainmen Cremated in a Wreck on 
an Alabama Railroad. 

BrruincHam, Ala., Oct. 24.—[Special. ]—An 
awful accident occurred on the Columbus and 
Western railroad this morning. The scene of 
the wreck is three miles north of Goodwater, 
at Hatchett’s Creek, and sixty-five miles from 
Birmingham. Two lives were lost. The men 
who met death were burned up in the wreck. 
Freight-train No. 46, bound for Columbus, 
Ga., was due to reach Hatchett’s Creek at 6:25 
a. m. The train was on time. It was in charge of 
Conductor R. W. Rice, Engineer J. D. Hendrix, 
Flagman L. R. Crawford, a brakeman, and a 
fireman. The train was made up of thirteen 
loaded cars, with a monster locomotive built 
especially for fast time. The first brakeman 
was on the second car from the engine: Con- 
ductor Rice and Flagman Crawford were in 
the caboose. Hatchetts Creek, adeep mount- 
ain stream, is just three miles north of Good- 
water. It is spanned by a trestle bridge. 
‘West of this trestle, and less than 100 feet 
away, is a sharp curve; it is down grade from 
the curve to the trestle. Engineer J. D. Hen- 
drix says that when he rounded the curve, 
running at the usual rate of speed, he saw, to 
his horror, the flash of forked flames. 
The foundation timbers and much of the 
superstructure of the western approach trestle 
were on fire. The thought flashed through 
Engineer Hendrix’s mind to pull the throttle 


wide open and make a desperate effort to dash | 


through the fire and cross the trestle with his 
train. The engine and first two cars passed 
safely, but the heavy engine in rattling over 
the trestle loosened the timbers so that when 
the third car reached the burning structure a 
terrible crash occurred, and the remainder of 
the train plunged into the gorge below. Con- 
ductor Rice and Flagman Crawford, who 
were in the caboose, went down with it and 
perished in the flames. 


THOUSANDS OF TONS OF HAY DESTROYED. 


Farmers Lose Heavily by Fires in the Wis- 
consin River Pottomes. 

Maprsox, Wis., Oct. 24.—[ Special. ]—Fires 
in the Wisconsin River bottoms and those 
rivers tributary to the Wisconsin have caused 
heavy losses to the farmers living along the 
rivers. Curtis Hazeltine of Mazomanie, who 
owns about twenty thousand acres of marsh 
lands in Dane, Sauk. and Iowa Counties, 
says mostall of the hay grown on his land 
was destroyed by fire. He has leased the 
marsh in small. parcels to farmers, and 
those placing alinost sole dependence for hay 
on the marsh are in desperate straits and 
will be obliged to sell their cattle 
at whatever they will bring in 
order to avoid their starving. Mr. Hazeltine 
estimates that 50,000 tons of hay have been 
destroyed in Southern Wisconsin alone. Along 
the Wolf River, and its tributaries marshes 
have burned out and farmers were unable to 
rescue their hay which had been stacked in 
them. In many places the fire is still burn- 
ing. Stock can be purchased at almost any 
price along these rivers, tame hay having been 
a failure on account of the drought. The loss 
cannot as yet be estimated.

CHILE MUST APOLOGIZE. 


THE ATTACK ON THE SAILORS AN IN- 
SULT TO OUR FLAG, 


Washington Officials Regard the Situation 
as Serious and Announce They Cannot 
Overlook the Affair—The Demands That 
Will Probably Be Made on the South 
American Government—The Cruiser 
Boston Sets Sail for Chilean Waters. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Oct. 24.— Further per- 
sistent inquiry of officers of the government 
in regard to the Valparaiso incident of Oct. 
16 shows conclusively that the administration 
does not regard it a simple street row for 
which the Chilean Government cannot be held 
accountable, but as an insult to the honor and 
flag of the United States, calling for the most 
vigorous diplomatic treatment. 

The official report of the occurrence made 
by Capt, Schley of the Baltimore, after a 
careful investigation of all the surrounding 
circumstances, shows clearly not only that the 
assault upon the American sailors was coward- 
ly and unprovoked, but that it was inspired 
purely by hatred for the uniform they 
wore and the country it represented; 
or, in other words, that it 
was not an attack on them as individuals, but 
as representatives of the United States. The 
report also indicates that the local police, in- 
stead of protecting the Amerians from the 
violence of the mob, in several instances as- 
sisted in the onslaught. This, the report says, 
is demonstrated by the fact that several of the 
sailors were wounded by bayonets such as are 
usually carried by the Chilean police. 

The.fact that the only persons arrested were 
the. thirty-five American sailors who had es- 
caped injury at the hands of the mob strength- 
ens the view that the assault was intended as 
an insult to the United States. The informa- 
tion at hand shows that so far none of the 
Chileans concerned in the attack have been 
arrested, and that so far as known no steps 
have been taken to punish them in any way 
for their action. 

Indifference of the Chileans. 

The authorities at Washington are indignant 
at the apparent indifference displayed by the 
Chilean Government, and Minister Egan has 
been instructed to take prompt and vigorous 
measures to secure proper reparation. He 
has been fully advised of the posi- 
tion of this government in the mat- 
ter, and has been instructed to 
acquaint the Chilean Government therewith in 
the hope that the matter may be amicaily ad- 
justed without detriment to the honor of either 
country. It is understood that the President 
insists upon a proper redress for the supposed 
insult to our national honor, and that unless 
it us given within a seasonable time Minister 
Egan will be recalled and all ciploinatic rela- 
tions with Chile suspended. 

Secretary Tracy said this afternoon that no 
more vessels had been ordered to Chile and 


that he did not know that any would be sent. 


The Yorktown is now on its way there and the 
Boston 1s about to start. Neither of them can 
possibly reach there within a month. The 
San Francisco is at Callao, only four days’ 
sail from Valparaiso, but has not been ordered 
there. Neither has another available 
Thetis—now at San Fran- 
cisco, The sailing orders of the 
Boston and Yorktown were issued before 
the attack on the sailors, and the main 
purpose of their detail was to relieve the Bal- 
timore and San Francisco, which vessels are 
to go to San Francisco as sooa as relieved to 
be docked and overhauled. It would seem, 
therefore, that the government does not care 
to make any belligerent demonstration towards 
Chile, but prefers for the present to show its 
displeasure and possible resentment through 
diplomatic channels. Specific instructions as 
to his course were cabled to Minister Ngan 

The only official letter received today 
bearing on the Chilean trouble was a cable 
message sent by Minister Egan transmitting 
Capt. Schley’s report in regard to the assault 
on American sailors Oct. 16. It was exactly 
the same as the report made by Capt. Schley 
to the Secretary of the Navy which was made 
public yesterday. Mr. Egan made no refer- 
ence to the refusal of the Chilean Govern- 
ment to give safe conduct to the refugees at 
the United States Legation. He had previous- 
ly advised the department to that effect. 


CHILE MAKING AN INQUIRY. 


Valparaiso Officials Promise to Get at the 
Bottom of the Matter. 
[SPECIAL CABLE] 


Vatparatiso, Chile, Oct. 24.—Judge Foster, | 


the son of Julio Foster, who is at present in 
Washington, is conducting the inquiry into 
the assault committed upon the sailors from 
the steamer Baltimore in Valparaiso streets 
by the mob of Chilean man-of-wars men and 
roughs. A Trrsunz man tried today to get 
from him the results of his investigation up to 
date. He said he was debarrea by law from 
making public any details of his inquiry until 
he had completed it. He says the depositions 
signed by American sailors contain no com- 
plaints against the police, who are suspected 
of bayoneting some of the Bal*imore’s men. 
He declares he is unable to ascertain clearly 
or definitely how the riot began. 

All he has so far been able to learn is that 
two of the American sailors were in a saloon, 
when high words passed between them and 
some Chileans who were also in the place, 
One of the Chileans was knocked down. 
The row then became general and the police 
interfered. They did all in their power to 
stop the fighting, but it soon spread, and the 
numerous assaults upon American sailors 
in different parts of the city followed. Judge 
Foster says that he is extremely desirous to 
get at the bottom of the unfortunate affair, 
and especially to discover who shot Boats- 
wain Mate Regan. 

All the keepers of various drinking shops 
have been ordered to appear before J udge 
Foster to give their testimony. 

Beyond unofficial knowledge of the riot the 
Junta knows nothing. Judge Foster, as soon 
as his inquiry. is completed, will send in his 
report to the Intendente, who will in turn 
ove his report to the Minister of Foreign Af- 
airs. 

Minister Egan is in the same situation as 
the Junta. He knows nothing of the affair 
except what is contained in Capt. Schley’s 
report, The demand for indemnity is consid- 
ered here unfortunate. It is thought the 
action of the United States is too hasty and 
will add much to the embarrassment of Minis- 
ter Egan. It will need all his tact to present 
the delicate questions involved. He received 
tonight the State Department cable. 


WHERE THE JUNTA GOT GUNS. 


Inquiry Into the Alleged Violation of the 
Neutrality Laws at Los Angeles. 

Los Ancztzs, Cal., Oct. 24.—In the trial of 
Richard Trumbull, George Burt, and Capt. 
James Farrell, charged with violating the neu- 
trality laws of the United States in loading the 
Itata with arms for Chile, J. J. Fowler of the 
firm of Grace & Co, of New York testified yes- 
terday that Trumbuil called upon him last 
March and stated his object was to purchase 
arms and ammunition. Witness introduced 
him to W. W. Reynolds of the New York firm 
of Hartley, Graham & Co. Reynolds was 


called and testified that Trumbuli purchased 


from his firm three thousand Remington ri 

two thousand Lee rifles, and ni 5 
rounds of cartridges, paying therefor $80,000.

WINNETKA’S SCHOOL ‘BOARD ELECTION.

Half the Voters of thé Patrer Sex—Three 
Women 

As it was found at the spring election 
in Winnetka that publie sentiment favored 
organization of the publie.school system un- 
der the recently enacted free school law a 
special election was called for yesterday for 
the purpose of electing a School Board con- 
sisting of a President and six Trustees. Al- 
though a great many women attended the 
caucus and succeeded in placing in nomina- 
tion three female candidates for the board it 
was not expected that they would appear at the 
polls to vote yesterday. The judges, notwith- 
standing the rulings of the County Clerk 
and the Election Commissioners in the 
matter, accepted all the ballots offered them 
with but two exceptions, and when the polls 
were closed the list showed that almost one- 
half the votes cast were those of the women. 
The ballots refused were those of two young 
women who gave their age as 18 and seemed 
greatly wronged when told by the judges that 
their votes could not be counted. The judges 
assert that they were rot authorized to reject 
the votes of women. as they had received no 
instructions to do so from the Village Attorney. 
M. F. Riggle, the Vilage Attorney, when asked 
his opinion on the question stated that the 
voting of the women was illegal and should 
not have been allowed by the judges. There 
was little opposition to ticket nominated 
at the caucus.

LOUISIANA LOTTERY MEN MUST PAY 
THE LAW'S PENALTY. 


Warrants for the Arrest of Gen. Beaure- 
gard, President Conrad, and Secretary 
Horner Sent to New Orleans How the 
Government Worked Up Its Case Against 
Them—What the Officers Have to Say— 
McCullough, the Dealer in Bogus Tick- 
ets, Leaves Toronto. 

Sioux Farrs, S. D., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 

The evidence by which Gen. Beauregard, Paul 


Louisiana lottery were indicted yesterday 
was presented to the grand jury by Postoffice 
Inspectors Fossed. and Clement through in- 
structions from the department at Washing- 
ton. All the evidence was gathered in New 
Orleans, and the State of South Dakota was 
chosen as a place for the trial because the de- 
partment felt that the chances were more 
favorable to securing a conviction than in any 
other State. The Postoffice Department has 
surmised for some time that the Louisiana 
Lottery company has been using the 
mails to transmit lottery circulers, 


and during the last summer has had agents 


and inspectors closely watching the New Or- 
leans end. Their efforts were rewarded by 
the discovery that the company was mailing 
copies of the decision of the Supreme Court 
| of Louisiana on the question of lotteries and 
melosing an express company envelope, by 
which money could be sent to the lottery 
company’s bank. Copies of these circulars, 
properly marked for identification, were sent 
to Washington for the inspection of the At- 
torney-General. He examined the evidence 
and declared in a written opinion, filed in 
the Postofflce Department, that the 
matter was unmailable and that 
the company had transgressed the Lottery 
aw. The addresses of the circulars directed 
to persons in South Dakota, North Dakota, 
and Montana were recorded and notices sent 
to the various postmasters in South Dakota 
with instructions that when circulars arrived 
the postmasters were to place on them the 
date and the initials of his name for identiflea- 
tion. The circulars of this State were then 
gathered and presented to the grand jury here, 
which found the indictments. The same proc- 
ess has been gone through with in North Dako- 

ta and Montana, where indictments will be se- 
eured at the next term of the United States Court. 
It is the undoubted purpose as expressed by 
an officer of the court here to wear out the lot- 
tery company if possible by the end of the 
year. The government will have obtained 
fifty indictments against each of the eleven 
officers of the company, and all the available 
resources of the Postoffice Department will be 
devoted to securing a conviction and breaking 
up the company. The officers of the court 
here are in something of a quandary as to the 
best means to secure the arrest of the officers 
of the company. The fees necessarily connected 
with bringing the lottery people to Sioux 
Falls would amouat to $2,000. The warrants 


New Orleans. The Controller of the Treas- 
ury decided that no fees will be allowed to 
Marshals traveling outside of their district 
unless they have consent of the Marshal of 
the district which they have invaded. So, in this 
case, the arrests will be made by the New Or- 
leans Marshal. The department has officers 
there to see that he does his duty. By the law 
passed last winter by Congress it is made a 
crime to transfer through the mails lottery 
matter. The crime is punishable either at the 
place where the letters were mailed or at the 
point where they are received. It being prac- 
tically impossible to convict in Louisiana for 
this offense the Postal Department decided to 
bring the case somewhere in the North.

What President Conrad Thinks of the Lot- 
tery Indictment. 

New Onrrezans, La., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
President Paul Conrad of the Louisiana Lot- 
tery company was shown the dispatch with 
reterence to the indictment of Gen. Beaure- 
gard and others for violating the Anti-Lottery 
Mail law in South Dakota. He said he had 
no further knowledge of the truth of the story 
and could hardly believe it. Since the passage 
of the law, to the best of his knowleage it has 
not been violated by any one connected with 
the lottery company. The only interpreta- 
tion he can place upon the indictment is that 
it is a clear case of persecution. Gen. Beau- 
regard has been indicted, but it is said that 
there is no way in which he could violate the 
law in the performance of his duties. The 
General is not in the city now.

C. J. McCullough Comes to the End of His 
Rope and Flees Toronto, 

Toronto, Ont., Oct. 24.—[ Special.] During 
his recent attacks on the Louisiana Lottery 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker produced at 
the bar of Congress a circular dated Toronto, 
Ont., in September offering to sell lottery 
tickets in a clandestime manner by mail ata 
liberal discount. ‘The circular reads that in 
order to make the sale of tickets as large as 
possible for October drawings, tickets will be 
sold on the basis of six one-twentieth tickets 
for $5; positively no discount to be allowed on 
order or tickets. October orders which 
were received too late to fill 
would be filled with tickets. im 
November drawing and allowed the same dis- 
count. The circular was signed C. J. Mo- 
Cullough, Toronto, Canada, When Mr. Wana- 
maker had his attention called to this circular 
he communicated‘ with John A. Grose, Super- 
intendent of the comwmercial department of 
the Canadian secret service, asking him to 
make inquiries. This Mr. Grose did and yes 
terday completed the chain of evidence im- 
plicating a sfylishly dressed young American 
who for a couple of months past has been re- 
siding at the Avonmore private hotel on 
Jarvis street. McCullough was to have 
been arrested today, but this morning 
he had paid his bill, taken bis 
baggage, and departed. Mr. Grose reported 
the matter to the County Crown attorney, 
who has put the whole affair into the hands of 
the police of this city. Mr. Grose has found 
that the swindlers got rid of at least $12,000 
worth of forged tickets.. At the postoffice it 
was learned McCullough had, about six weeks 
ago, sent off 20,000 letters, each presumably 
containing one of the circulars. In a few 
days the answers began to come in, and from 
then till now his postoffice box has been 
jammed daily with registered and other let- 
ters. At the express office also was learned 
that the man had large receipts. McCullough 
was not known tothe company at the New 
Orleans headquarters, nor at the second head-

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Commissioner Aldrich yesterday afternoon 
received the report of Railroad Inspector 
Baker showing to what extent the railroad com- 
panies whose lines enter the city have or have 
not complied with that portion of the speed 
ordinance which requires the railroadsto light 
all their crossings. Mr. Baker reports that 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern and 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railway 
company jointly have placed an arc light at 
each of their crossings from Polk street to 
Sixty-second street, where the lines diverge, 
and that the Rock Island road continues the 
lights at its crossings from Sixty-third street 
to Eighty-seventh street. 

The Pittaburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
road has electric-lights at the crossings 
of orty-third, Forty- 
fifth, ö ifty-first, Fifty- 
fifth, Sixty-first, and Sixty-third streets. 
The Chicago and Western Indiana railroad 
company has erected lights at the crossings of 
Forty-fitth, Forty-seventh, and Forty-ninth 
streets, and the two companies whose lines 
parallel each other from Twerty-second to 
Forty-first street are talking of lighting those 
and intermediate crossings jointly, the propo- 
sition hav been made by the last named 
company. ‘The report concludes:

FAVOR ONDERDONK’S PROPOSITION, 


City Officials Think the Intermediate Crib 
Should Be Used, 

It seems probable that the proposition of 
Contractor Onderdonk in reference to the in- 
termediate crib will be accepted by the Fi- 
nance committee. If it is the much-needed 
increased water supply will be only a question 
of afew months. Mayor Washburne said yes- 
terday that he was in favor of accepting the 
proposition if it was an equitable one for the 
city. 

Commissioner Aldrich says he believes the 
city should take the crib, it is understood 
a majority of the mem of the Finance 
committee favor the propdsition. Should it 
be accepted it means an abundance of fresh 
and pure water shortly after the first of the 
year and possibly sooner. Two of the new 
engines at the Fourteenth Street Pumping 
Station will be ready for work Dec. 1. 

This matter would in all probability have 
been disposed of at the mecting of the com- 
mittee last week had it not been that the cierk 
of the committee forgot to notify Mr, Onder- 
donk to be present. When the committee 
met it was with the intention of hearing from 
Mr. Onderdonk and disposing of the matter, 
but it soon developed he had no knowl- 
edge of the meeting, and the matter went 
over. The contractor’s last proposition is in 
effect that he will put the crib in shape and 
make the connection with the tunnel and turn 
it over to the city for $50,000. This includes 
cutting the post-holes and also making all nec- 
essary repairs. This crib is two and one-half 
miles from the shore and was built by the 
contractor simply to tacilitate the work of 
building the tunnel out to the four-mile crib. 
Work was commenced at this point, one set 
of men pushing toward the outer crib and an- 
other toward the shore, It is understood 
that there are only 500 feet between 
those working tow the shore and 
those pushing east. It is thought 
this piece can be completed and the connec- 
tion made by Feb. 1 at the farthest. 

Mayor Wasbburne in speaking of the mat- 
ter yesterday said: “I am most certainly in 
favor of accepting Mr. Onderdonk’s proposi- 
tion, providing it is an equitable one. Of 
course, I am not prepared to say whether it is 
or is not a fair bargain, as I am not sufficient- 
ly familiar with the details. We must have 
increased supply of good water, and I am in 
favor of utilizing this crib if it can be done, 
though I do not want the city to have to pay 
one dollar for five, Mr. Onderdonk’s propo- 
sition may be a fair one. I do not want to be 
understood as saying itisnot. The main 
point is to get the water.“ 

Commissioner Aldrich is of the opinion that 
the city better buy the crib. “I think the 
proposition should be accepted,” he said. 
The original proposition was to turn this 
crib over to the city for $50,000, but that did 
not include the cutting of the postholes or 
making the connection. Now he agrees to 
do all this work at his own expense and let us 
have the crib for $50,000,”’ 

The crib will be of great service to the city 
as it will be probably a year before the’tunnel 
to the four mile crib is completed. In the 
meantime an abundance of water can be se- 
cured at the two and a half mile crib. There 
is no danger of the water at this crib being 
contaminated by sewage forthe present. It 
is a half mile farther out than the crib sup- 
plying the Chicago avenue pumping station.

The original resolution was 1 — by the 
same vote, the negative votes of Messrs. Rus- 
sell and Wenter being given with a vindictive 
emphasis that did not argue for the peace of 
the board. 

Judge Prendergast, in stating his reasons 
for an affirmative vote on the resolution, said: 
»The action contemplated by the resolution is 
necessary for the prompt and early completion 
of the work. It would be foily for the board 
to send down a great quantity of water to the 
Illinois River and make itself liable for heavy 
damages from overflows.”’ 

“Well, Judge,” said Mr. Wenter, with a 
sneer, * you didn’t feel that there was any 
necessity for action in this matter a year ago. 
You held an altogether different opinion then.

THE FERTILITY OF BANANAS. 


Four Thousand Pounds Will Grow on the 
Same Space as 33 Pounds ot Wheat. 

Scientific American: It is safe to say that 
in Jamaica alone, whence we derive nearly: 
one-third of our banana supply, the waste 
amounts up into the hundreds of thousands of 
bunches each year, though less than one-tenth 
of the available banana land is yet under 
cultivation. Bunches that are undersized, or 
that contain a certain proportion of undevel- 
oped fingers, are rigorously cast out byjthe 
buyers, and at many of the ports these may 
be had for the asking, or at a purely nomin 
price, : 

The writer has often seen such, and bunches 
that were too far advanced in the ripeni 
process to stand shipping, left on the wh 
after a vessel’s departure, with no one anxious 
to claim them, the supply of rejected fruit 
being so far in excess of the needs of the im- 
mediate community, nearly all of whom were 
themselves banana producers. 

Yet, as Von Humboldt has estimated, thirty- 
three pounds of wheat and ninety-nine poun 
of potatoes require the same 11 of ground 
as will produce 4, 000 pounds of bananas, and 
three good sized bauanas contain as much 
nutriment as a fourteen-ounce loaf of bread, 
so great is the ability of this “tree of Para- 
dise, Musa paradisiaca, to extract the great- 
est amount of vitalizing material from ground 
and sun and rain. 

It has well been said that this whole tropical 
region is the land where that rare old al- 
chemist, the sun, packs earth’s most delicate 
and fragrant essences in most attractive 
shapes.“ And of the banana another author 
has written: They really save more labor 
than steam, giving the greatest amount of 
food from a given piece of ground with the 
least labor.“ | :

One of theachievements 
of this association was the aecision of the United 
States Supreme Court  eclaring all drummers’ 
license taxes as unconstitutional and inimical 
to commerce, thus taking off the statute-books 
of fifteen States, three Territories, and the 
District of Columbia a tax which cost the 
country several million dollars a year.

The Price of the Lacteal Fluid to Be In- 
creased Two Cents a Quart the First of 
Next Month—Local Dealers Explain Why 
the Customer Will Be Taxed—Chicago 1 
Consumers to Be Milked Out of 61,361, 
910 During the Winter Months. 

The ist of next month the price of milk to 
babes athirst and hungry, to those who de- 
light in gin and milk as a beverage, and to all 
other consumers of the lacteal fluid, will be 
raised from six cents to eight cents a quart. 
“This is no milk-and-water affair for us,“ 
said a West Side dealer yesterday, but it 
would be for our customers if we didn’t raise 
the price, for the Farmers’ Milk Trust has 
notified us that on and after Nov. 1 we will 
have to pay 86 cents more a can for our sup- 
plies.”’ 

The so-called trust is known as the Chicago 
Milk Shippers’ Association. It was organized 
in February last and commenced operations 
in May. The objects are stated to be “ to se- 
cure to the producer of milk a just return 
from the sale of the same, to rid the field of city 
distribution of irresponsible and dishonest 
dealers, and to secure to the dealer of milk a 
pure, wholesome, honest quality of that prod- 
uct.” For a radius of about fifty miles 
around Chicago nearly every farmer has been 
brought into the combine, with the result of 
giving the shippers’ association almost entire 


T. B. Stewart, Treasurer of the association, 
said yesterday: The price of milk, of course, 
is always higher in winter than in summer, 
but the present conditions eompel us to charge 
an average of from five to 10 cents a can 
more than last year. Farm hands and the 
prices of all kinds of feed are higher than be- 
fore. Milk dealers cannot reasonably com- 
plain; td so far they have been making all the 

fits and the farmers practically nothing,

Why Not a High Bridge? 


Curceaao, Oct. 23.— [Editor of The Tribune. 


I have noticed in the papers considerable talk 
about a tunnel under the river, or a driveway to 
connect the North and South Sides of the city.

k dealers have a laborious business 
. 17 5 faithful service, and considering the 
losses they sustain they claim they are selling 
purer milk at lower prices than any other 
great city in the country. 

„Chicago milk-dealers,” said one of them, 
sell pure milk, and in order to do so during 
the coming winter we must raise the price. 
For every gallon we buy from the farmers’ 
trust we have to give a judgment bond, but 
for our pay we have to trust to the honesty 
and ability of our customers, many of whom 
are poor, and no small number of them dur- 
ing the winter months out of work.“

While the raising of the price of milk from 
six cents to eight cents a quart may appear a 
bagatelle to many consumers the result in the 
aggregate will foot up a Ary big sum. The 
receipt every mornin 14,000 cans of milk 
means the daily sale and consumption of 
448,000 quarts. This, at the two cents a quart 
increase, means that the people after Nov. 1 
will be paying $8,960 a day more for their 
milk than they are at present, and during the 
next five winter months will contribute alto-

Tue Milwaukee Sentinel sharply comments 
upon the State house planned for the World’s 
Fair by the Commissioners of the Gov. Peck ad- 
ministration. It says: We have got a $36,400 
conimission to run a $29,600 club-house.” The 
club-house will be oblong and appear to be 
square. Though only two stories high it will 
appear to have three; also it will have the 
appearance of a club-hovse in some respects. 
The Sentinel, representing the views of the 
generous people of Wisconsin, scouts at the 
niggardly Democratic appropriation and says: 

The people of Wisconsin will doa great deal 
for the World's Fair, but they will do it as in- 
dividuais and without the intervention of the 
club-house commissioners. They haye been cut 
off by the Democratic Legislature from doing 
anything through a commission for a special 
representation of the State except by a club- 
house, which 1s so far mendacious that it appears 
to be square when it is not square, which ap- 
pears to be different in height from its real 
height, which appears to be a club-house, yet is 
witbout either a barroom or a race-track. The 
Wisconsin people will deal directly with the 
World's Fair committees at Chicago and their ex- 
hibits will not be of the delusive and perfidious 
character of the alleged club-house. 

As in every other case where Democratic 
malignity has interfered with the wishes of 
the people in the matter of State representa- 
tion at the Fair, the people of Wisconsin will 
see to it that their State does not suffer in 
comparison with others. Their generosity 
will make amends for the contemptible nig- 
gardliness of the Democratic administration. 

“Somme people are alarmed over the pro- 
posed cost of the ship canal,“ said the carpet- 
bag candidate for Drainage Commissioner of 
the Chicago District to a meeting of Twenty- 
fourth Warders Thursday night.

Ten or 15 per cent increase over the cost of the 
ditch will bear all the additional expenses.

How do “ the other fellows,” the tax- 
payers, like the prospect?

CONNECTING THE NORTH AND SOUTH 
SIDES. 
At the last meeting of the Council an order 


was passed directing the Commissioner of 
Public Works to prepare an ordinance for the 
construction of the much-talked-of subway 
under the river to unite the North and South 
Side park and boulevard systems, and enable 
light teams to pass safely from one division to 
the other. Some little time must elapse, how- 
ever, before the ordinance can be reported, 
since the preliminary surveys and estimates of 
cost must be made first. The expense of these 
will be met by the property-owners interested 
in the matter. There probably will be no de- 
lay about that part of the work. 

It is probable that the plan, when sub- 
mitted, will provide for the opening of Wash- 
ington street through the Lake-Front prop- 
erty about to the Illinois Central tracks, the 
open cut of the subway to begin at the east- 
ern end of that extension. The distance be- 
tween Washington and Randolph is such that 
when the Randolph street viaduct is reached 
the subway, with a grade of 1 foot in 30 or 40, 
will be far below it. It will run under very 
few bufidimgs. It passes underneath none 
until it is far below the surface. It comes 
outon the North Side in vacant property, 
uniting near the corner of Oho and St. Clair 
with the proposed extension of the Lake 
Shore drive. As there 1s so little interference 
with private property the cost of condemning 
the right of way will be comparatively small. 

The surveys will show that the sum of a 
million and a half will be the outside cost of 
the work on the grand scale proposed. If 
the old La Salle street tunnel, built in the 
days of primitive engineering appliances, cost 
half a million the expenditure of three times 
that amount now will build a magnificent 
tunnel from Washington street to Ohio street. 

It may be remarked that while the earth 
removed in buildimg the first-mentioned tun- 
nel had to be carried a long distanve at con- 
siderable expense, that taken out of the south- 
ern part of the subway need be conveyed but 
a short distance to the western edge of the 
outer harbor, where it can be profitably used 
for filling purposes. For the earth taken out 
on the north side of the river there will be a 
great need for extending the shore line near 
Ohio street. Hence to get rid of the excavated 
material will cost but very little. The ex- 
pense is not what stands in the way, nor is 
there any difficulty about raisimg the money 
by special assessment on the property ben- 
efited, as soon as it is clearly understood just 
what the work is for and just who is to pay 
for it. 

While the bridges across the river were built 
by general taxation and are nominally for the 
use of light as well as heavy vehicles, it is well 
known that the former can make but such use 
of them as the latter may permit, and no 
more, It is proposed, therefore, that a special 
assessment shall be made on that property in 
Lake View and the North and South Divisions 
which would be specially benefited by the con- 
struction ofa means of communication be- 
tween the two divisions intended for the ac. 
commodation of light vehicles, and that when 
the subway has been built with the money 
thus raised it shall be turned over to the two 
park boards to be lighted, policed, and kept 
in repair by them. Those boards have author- 
ity to prevent the use of that subway by heavy 
and commercial teams. Whether the Council 
would exercise that power if it had it is a 
— Hence the transfer of 992 work to 
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at ce ike Scheme. The power of the 
Council to do that is unquestioned. 


So essential is this transfer that it would be 


well, if it can be done legally, for the Coun- 
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pleted, they pledging — in ad vauce 
that they will accept it. Then not a man 
would object to his special assessment, be- 
cause he would know that he would be sure 
to get that for which he was called on to pay 
out his money, He would know that there 
was no anon of the Council failing to turn 
over the 8 y, or of the park boards re- 
fusing to pt it. If this provision were 
made in the original ordinance no factious 
Alderman could say that perhaps the work 
would be left on the hands of the city, and 
that his constituents would be taxed to defray 
the expense of lighting, policing, and keeping 
in repair a tunnel that commercial trucks, 
carts, and wagons were not allowed to use. 

There is but one substitute for the tunnel 
plan, and that is a high bridge which would 
be a hundred feet in the air at the middle of 
the river. Steel is cheaper than it was, and 
the first cost of such a structure might not ex- 
ceed much that of thesubway, but the expense 
of keeping it in condition would be enormously 
greater. In fifteen years it would equal 
the original cost of the work. Another, and a 
serious. objection, is that in winter and in 
stormy, windy days, no one would care to use 
the bridge, while they would use the subway 
at any time, winter or summer, rain or shine. 
The former would be available for two-thirds 
of the year at the most and the latter all the 
time. Hence the bridge project cannot be 
considered ‘economically as superior to the 
subway. . 


FOR COUNTY REFORM. 

At the commencement of the present fiscal 
year there was in the County Treasury to the 
credit of the Building fund thesum of $245,000. 
Under a Democratic County Board, presided 
over by a professional reformer of the Silk- 
Stocking Democratic variety, this money has 
been squandered or wasted in trumpery job- 
bery. There is nothing to show for it but a De- 
tention Hospital for insane patients, which 
ought to have been erected at a cost of $35,000 
or thereabouts. Most of the money has been 
squandered in jobbery, in providing salaries 
for useless or unnecessary employés, and all 
the improvements promised at the commence- 
ment of his term by Mr. Smith, and which 
were indorsed by his Democratic colleagues, 
have been abandoned. Nearly every pledge 
of improvement has been broken. 

A contagious-diseases ward was promised 
at the hospital. It has not been erected, and 
there is no money to erect it. It was prom- 
ised that two additional stories would be 
added to the County Building, so as to pro- 
vide necessary additional room for the trans- 
action of the public business. Improvements 
were also promised at the Jail and Criminal 
Court Building, but nothing has been done. 

And nothing will be done so long as the 
present incompetent miajority is allowed ia 
control of county affairs. It is notorious that 
the nominees for County Commissioners on 
the present Democratic ticket are no better 
than their predecessors. Four of them—Flem- 
ing, Lieb, Stainer, and Brandt—are members 
of the present board. There surely is no 
prospect for improvement in the election of 
any of the four. Lieb, who is honest, is 
wholly incapacitated by temperament for the 
performance of useful public work. The 
others are incompetent ip every way. And 
the new men are no better. Some of them 
are even worse—cheap groggery-keepers and 
professional ward workers. 

The only hope for improvement is in the 
election of the Republican City Commission- 
ers. Their names and reputations are a guar- 
antee of progress and improvement. No in- 
telligent citizen needs be told that the affairs 
of the county will be decently, honestly, and 
properly administered if men like William R. 
Manierre, Addison Ballard, John M. Carroll, 

rge W. Spofford, George W. Spencer, 
Frank Stauber, and their colleagues on the 
Republican county ticket are elected a week 
from next Tuesday. 

The way to end scandals at the county insti- 
tutions and to secure needed improvements in 
the county buildings is to defeat the whole 
Democratic gang ticket for Commissioners 
from the city district. — 


FOOD ADULTERATION. 

In a late number of the Chautauquan Mr. G. 
L. Spencer of the United States Department 
of Agriculture writes of the adulteration of 
food. He says it is very common, “many of 
our foods are not what they appear to be,”’ 
and this fact is largely due to the lack of sat- 
isfactory laws for its prevention or punish- 
ment. Unscrupulous manufacturers. have 
long since lost all respect for the stomachs 
and health of the people as well as for their 
purses, and they are very active, as compara- 
tively few of our foods are so cheap that 
cheaper substances cannot be found to dilute 
or wholly replace them. This becomes a 
serious matter when the substitute or the sub- 
stance used to conceal the fraud is deleteri- 
ous, and this 1s the case in many of the 
adulterations noted, though not in all. 

Several kinds of fraud are described. Dilu- 
tion is illustrated in the selling of cream to 
one customer and disposing of a skim milk 
mixture to another consumer; the coloring of 
an inferior article to improve its appearance, 
in the facing of teas, the substitution of sub- 
stances wholly foreign in the manufacture of 
oleomargarine, and spurious coffee beans and 
certain baking powders illustrate the use of 
deleterious or impure materials. Adultera- 
tion is defined as any treatment of a food 
which impairs its strength or quality without 
corresponding benefit. The manufacturers 
often claim that the removal of certain con- 
stituents is an advantage, as m the case of 
cocoa from which a portion of the oil is 
extracted, but they often add flour 
and sugar, which is a swindle because 
the adulterant w sold at a much higher 
price than it is worth. A wholesome sub- 
stance may be manufactured in imitation and 
sold in a mixture or alone. If sold under its 
own name, being wholesome and nutritious, 
u is entitled to a market. But even then the 
admission may open the door wider to the 
unscrupulous. The makers of butter substi- 
tutes claim that only pure fats from healthy 
animals are employed, but the public has to 
take their word for it, and the consumer 


‘should be protected ty stringent laws and a 


thorough inspection. The placing of these 
and similar products on the market under 
their own names protects both the honest 
maker and the consumer, since it defines the 
substitute and gives it a place ag the cheaper 
article. 

The general freedom of teas from adultera- 
tion other than 2 to 3 per cent of “ facing,” is 
due to careful inspection at the custom 
houses under the terms of the law. But the 
United States is a party to the vilest adultera- 
tion of coffee by adtuitting imitation beans at 
a duty of two cents per pound. These imita- 
tions possess none of the properties of coffee, 
and their appearance is suggestive of fraud, as 
many of them do not imitate the shape of 
the genuine bean; but “the large profits in 
this manufacture have tempted American en- 
terprise, and now a better imitation coffee is 
produced in this country than in Germany.”

Baltimore for analysis by the department 
were found to be adulterated, and a few of the 
“genuine ground” had little claim to the 
title, except the fact that they were composed 


‘of screening and refuse coffee, 


The investigations by the Department of 
Agriculture are extensive, They include 
dairy products, spices and condiments, fer- 
mented alcoholic beverages, lard, baking 
powders, flour, canned meats, sugar, confec- 
tionety, honeys, chocolates, cocoas, teas, and 
coffees. The samples are purchased in open 
market and after examination the analyst is 
prepared to select and devise methods which 
seem to him best adapted to the detection of 
adulterants and to the estimation of the food 
value of the substance. These methods with 
other information of value are published in 
the bulletins of the Chemical Division, and it 
is hoped that this work, together with that of 
the health authorities in the various States, 
may lead to legislation providing a pure food 
bill and protection to both producer and con- 
sumer. 


CHICAGO DEMOCRATIC LEADERS AND 
“PURE WATER.” 

Adolph Kraus, Frank Wenter, Austin Sex- 
ton, Thomas Gahan, and the other “states- 
men who are managing the local campaign 
for the Democrats, have issued a platform 
which they describe as a pure water plat- 
form, The incongruity of Democrats stand- 
ing on a pure water platform will suggest 
itself at once to the least imaginative. What 
do those persons know about pure water? 
What have they done to secure pure water for 
Chicago? Does Kraus refer to the Hering 
commission appointed six years ago by his 
principal which squandered $87,000 of the 
public money and wound up with a prelimi- 
nary report? Does Wenter refer to his ob- 
structive methods inthe Sanitary Board or to 
his championship of the do-nothing Cooley? 
Do Sexton and Gahan tefer to their advocacy 
last spring of the Cregier job, the ho'e-in-the- 
ground tunnel which they both described in 
the Council only three weeks ago as a farce 
and a fraud and a menace to the public health 
by furnishmg contaminated water? Here is 
the exact language of a resolution written and 
proposed by Sexton and supported by Gahan 
the 5th inst: 

It is well known that pure water cannot be ob- 
tained at the end of the tunnel now being con- 
structed [to the breakwater] and that the water 
at that point is polluted not only from its 
proximity to the shore, but also from the Chicago 
River, so that it is not as good at this point as it 
is nearer the shore, by reason of the fact that the 
water, by the prevailing winds, is driven in this 
direction. 

And yet those men who are now talking about 
“pure water advocated this good-for-nothing 
tunnel. We shall next hear of Cregier, the 
prime promoter of the job, advocating pure 
water from the pure water platform; and 
perhaps the Democrats who are seeking re- 
election as members of the County Board 
and who have violated all their pledges to sup- 
ply the Poorhouse and the Insane Asylum 
with pure lake water, will also preach from 
the pure water platform, Those fellows should 
take Cella, Burns, and Weisenberg along to 
sing a chorus in favor of pure meat, pure 
coal, and pure morals. . * 

The fact is, whatever has been done so far 
to secure a sufficient supply of pure water for 
Chicago has been the work of Republican of- 
ficials. The tunnels whieh that ercellent Re- 
publican official, Mayor Roche, ordered com- 
menced would have been completed now but 
for the dilatory and extravagant and pol- 
luting tactics of the Democratic administra- 
tion which succeeded his. These tunnels, 
however, will soon be completed under a Re- 
publican administration; There will then be 
abundance of pure water for Chicago, and 
the Cregier hole-in-the.ground. affair, which 
Mr. Sexton and Mr. Gahan so strongly and so 
properly condemn, will not be permitted to 
be used for polluting purposes. 


RAILROADING BY ELECTRICITY. 

The ever inventive Edison is reported to 
have achieved two more triumphs. The one 
includes the practical application of electric- 
ity as a motor to great railroad lines, and the 
other its use for the propulsion of street-cars 
without overhead wires. The first obviates 
the difficulty hitherto experienced from the 
interference of steam, which limits the rapid- 
ity of the piston stroke, as at each movement 
a charge of steam has to be got rid of from 
one side of the piston head to make room for 
the fresh injection at the other end of the 
cylinder. This difficulty vanishes in the new 
motor, which will permit a speed of 100 miles 
as easily as the 50 or 60 miles per hour now 
attainable. In fact, it is said the limit of 
speed is only that of the endurance of the 
machinery and the strength of the tracks. 

By the second invention the electric current 
will be transmitted along the rails which form 
the tracks, and pass through a motor under 
the car from one railto another, thus com- 
pleting the circuit, the terminals of which are 
at the central station. The much dreaded and 
hitherto unavoidable dissipation of the cur- 
rent when attempted to be passed along the 
rails is prevented by having the current one 
of low voltage. That is, it will have a suffi- 
cient amount of power, but working at a low 
pressure, it having been found that the higher 
the voltage the greater must be the insulation 
to prevent the current from being lost by 
flying off from the conductor en route. The 
voltage of the current to be employed will be 
hardly one-fifth that of the overhead trolley 
system, which as technically stated is over 
500. The most remarkable feature in the in- 
vention is what is known as the “ pick-up,” 
by which the current is to be taken frum one 
line of rails. It is said the mechanism is so 
ingeniously arranged that it will work with 
perfect certainty through six inches of mud or 
water. 

Ifall this be true, and it can hardly be 
otherwise when announced by Edison, the 
grip, the cable, andthe horse will soon be 
banished from service on street-cars in the 
cities, and the steam locomotive with all its 
noise and dirt will be relegated to incidental 
uses such as switching trains from one track 
to another, both in city and country. The 
power machines which now travel along the 
tracks, drawing the loads after them, will be 
replaced by big stationary engines, which on 
the railroads will be distributed at intervals 
of some twenty miles, and from them the 
power will be distributed along the inter- 
mediate lines. Whether by picking up a sup- 
ply, as is now done at the water tank, or by 
taking up the current from one rail and pass- 
ing it overto the other, the transportation 
service of the country will be performed 
without smoke or steam to foul 
the atmosphere, ashes to blind the 
passersby, or sparks to start a con- 
flagration such as has not seldom. wiped

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 

We print elsewhere in this issue the substan- 
tial portions of an article contributed to the 
November number of the Popular Science 
Monthly by Mr. C. H. Henderson, upon the 
timely subject of University Extension.“ 
Though the movement is barely two years 
old, it already has been recognized as one of 
the highest importance in nationalizing the 
work of our universities and opening up the 
possibility of obtaininga university education 
to that large class of men and women who are 
desirous of securing it but have not the means 
or the leisure to attend the university or col- 
lege. 

The new movement has been placed upon a 
secure and permanent basis, and that it will 
succeed hardly admits of doybt, for its practi- 
cability already has been tested in England, 
which is not as favorable a field for it 
as this country. Under the auspices of 
the London Society, Oxford, Cambridge, 
and the Victoria Universities, the univer- 
sity extension idea, carried out through 
the media of regular courses, lectures, read- 
ings, formal examinations, and certificates, has 
proved itself not only eminently practical 
but successful in a high degree, and this 
among a grade of people which does not have 
as great an ambition for the advantages of 
university education as the same class among 
our own people. In this country the move- 
ment for university extension only began 
about eighteen months ago. It first took the 
local form, as in Baltimore and Buffalo, then 
the State plan, as in New York, and finally 
the nafional plan, which had its birth in Phil- 
adelphia and already has became the favorite 
plan of the three. 

It is unnecessary in this connection to enter 
into the details of this rapidly-growing move- 
ment which promises such important results 
in bringing the university to the individual 
where the individual cannot go to the univer- 
sity. Mr. Henderson’s definition that univer- 
sity extension is a university educa- 
tion for the whole nation by an 
itinerant system connected with estab- 
lished institutions covets the ground and ex- 
plains its scope. It will be put in operation 
through the media of lectures by college pro- 
fessors, summer meetings in university towns, 
complete courses leading up to a university 
degree, and home study for those who cannot 
go to the university towns to acquire the na- 
tional education. It is more to the point to 
congratulate the organizers of the movement 
that it holds out such sure promise of success. 
It is a matter for local pride and congratula- 
tion that Chicago will be one of the principal 
centers of the new movement. The new Chi- 
eago University is fully committed to it and 
will take a leading position in the good work, 
backed by the University at Evanston. and the 
Newberry Library, which in its new building 
will have every facility for urgmg on the 
scheme. It is one of the most vitally impor- 
tant questions now occupying public attention, 
and 1s destined to play a prominent part in 
the reform of our institutions and in the diffu- 
sion of higher education among all classes of 
the American p®ople,

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There is little doubt that the Me- 
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the American syndicate, If the latter and 
similar purchases by Frenchmen be deducted 
the remainder will be 142 million ounces sup- 
posed to have been taken out of the bullion 
markets of the world. Mr. Haupt says India 
overbought herself last year and has absorbed 
more silver than she can digest. China has 
ceased to absorb silver, and the silver coinages 
for Spain and Portugal were due to a false 
monetary policy and cannot be continued. 
Austria will cease the issue of silver florins 
whenever the introduction of the gold 
florin is taken in hand. Russia got rid of 
nearly all her silver rubles last year. The 
duration of the Latin Union is questionable, 
and at all events the liquidation (sale) of 
the foreign silver money circulating in France 
is on the cards, while bi-metallic France her- 
self has introduced the single gold standard 
into the Regency of Tunis.

A pispatou from Lima, O., says the Nat- 
ural Gas company has notified the manu- 
facturing establishments of that city that their 
supply will be cut off at the close of Novem- 
ber because of a rapid decrease in the volume 
of flow from the wells in that region. It is 
understood trom this that the company ex- 
pects to continue supplying gas to domestic 
consumers, but does not calculate on being 
able to serve all who want the product, and 
so has decided to shut off the manufacturers 
first, as was the case with the companies at 
Pittsburg. This is the beginning of the end 
of the great advantage which natural gas gave 
to the people of the Lima region. They will 
now have to prepare to fall back on the same 
force-generating material that is in use in lo- 
calities that have been less highly favored, 
and suffered some by reason of the com- 
parative cheapness with which the Lima 
manufacturers could offer their products. The 
change from gas to coal will entail a great 
deal of expense, part of which may be avoided 
by the substitution of oil for the failing gas. 
The supply of oil holds out wondrously well, 
but doubts as to its continuance may. be raised 
by these experiences in the gas regions, and 
the report from Lima does not increase the 
probability that Chicago will be supplied with 
natural gasfrom the Indiana fields. It will 
tend to make the people of Indiana even more 
conservative in the matter by pressing home 
upon them the idea that they have none too 
much of the gas for their own wants.

Gubernatorial election this year, for in many 
of the campaign speeches Chicago 1s men-

All 
the metal work in the Verestchagin collection 
deserve.the qualification “‘unique’’; none of 
it was made in England from molds which 
have sent specimens to all the art stores of the 
world, as many so-called Japanese and Indian 
vases, cups, sword-hilts, etc., have been, and 
“close buyers.“ who are quite as common at 
art sales as in the Gry-goods trade, will have 
the satisfaction of knowing that the prices 
they pay are determined by the willingness of 
other buyers to pay—not, as was the case with 
the famous “ peachblow ”’ vase, by a clerk's 
slip of the pen which added $10,000 to the 
dealer’s price of a $2,000 article.

What Mr. Plunkett Learded in Washing- 
ton—A New Bar to Be Pat Up. 

Wasuineror, D. C., Oct. A.- Mr. Horace 
Plunkett, the representative of the Congested 
Districts Board in Ireland, did not get a great 
deal of comfort out of his interview with Im- 
migration Superintendent Owen. Mr, Plun- 
kett’s chief desire was to find out what in- 
duced Congress to pass the present immigra- 
tion law, and Mr. Owen, who, as Chairman of 
the House committee having jurisdiction of 
such matters, was largely instrumental in 
framing the bill and putting it through, gave 
him all the information he wanted. 

It appears that the icuiar strip of Irish 
coast country in which Mr. Plunkett 1s most 
interested contains d half million peasants 
who have long been recipients of poor rates 
and who are settled upon so small 
and so sterile that. the government — 
report an average of five families crowded to- 
gether on a tract capable of subsisting only 
one. Naturally these people could not be sent 
to this country without aid from some source. 
Mr. Plunkett had imbibed the idea that our 
laws were rather elastic in their in- 
forcement and that the rule 
the landing of assisted immigran 
not meant to be executed with quite tiie 
severity that might be »s 
reading.

usual plan, in the form of a square with the 
courtyard or cloister in the center. 
chapel forms one side of the inclosure, and 
the long cormdor, covered with a red-tiled 
roof, another. two remaining sides are 
uséd for domestic pu and workshops. 

The famous chapel is 178 feet long and forty 
feet wide. At one end is the altar and at the 
other the entrance and over it the choir. On 
each side are two small chapels with the usual 
shrine and ornaments, and near the entrance 
are confession boxes on either side. There 
are two large doorways near the altar end of 
the chapel. One opens into the parish grave- 
yard and the other directly opposite leads 

the ; Between the graveyard 
altar ‘ig the ryt shee all 
the dead of the order have n buried. 
The exterior front of the mission is adorned 
with four large stone statues—one of its pat- 
roness, Santa Pavers and Faith, Hope, and 
The interior is lighted by six small 
windows. The walls are plastered, the cor- 
nice and columns frescoed, and + — 
ornamented with designs cut from cedar 
painted. The floor is of red cement made of 
oil and lime and hig : 
on either side of the h altar are statues 
paintings and statues and paint- 
ings adorn the walls in profusion. 
A number of these were brought from Mexico 
as far back as 1798. Among more modern 
am is acopy of Reuben's Descent 
rom the Cross. 

At the right hand of the altar is the tomb of 
Fr. Francis Garcia D Y Moreno, first 
Bishop of California elected by Pope Gregory 
XVI. He took formal possession of this dio- 
cese in 1841, the mission of Santa Barbara 
being his ordinary residence and Santa Bar- 
bara being considered the Episco 
died inl but not until he had brought 
about the partial restoration of the lands and 
property confiscated by the Mexican Con- 
gress. A tablet witha in inscription sur- 
mounts his tomb. Over it hangs his hat and 
in a drawer are his vestments. 

The parish graveyard lies at the side of the 
chapel. It is a checriess spot, as may well be 
imagined, and the of time has not im- 
proved it. One of grewsome features is 
the massive door leading to the chapel, with 


three skulls and pairs of cross bones set above 


it in the solid masonry. 

In the days of its prosperity and power the 
mission of Santa Barbara was run on a large 
scale.

The Former Master of the French Lyric 
Stage the Patron of the Simple Sailors 
of the Quaint Fishing Hamiet—His 
Magnificent Voice Now feard Only for 
the Benefit of His Protegés—Kefusing 
the Offers of Mamegers and Artists 
Alike, 


Errerat, Sept. 30.—[Special Correspond- 


ence. ]}—The crowd of bathers who flock to the 
beautiful fishing hamlet of Etretat during the 
summer months has not yet succeeded in cor- 
rupting the Arcadian simplicity of tne sturdy 
sailors composing the main population of the 
place. They present a strange fusion of re- 
publicanism and lent adhesion to the Ro- 
man Catholic faith, There is not such a thing 
as a heretic in the place and popular ignorance 
believes that Protestant and “Jew” are 
synonyinous.

TALL TOWER FOR CHICAGO. 


Reasons Urged Why One Should Not Be 
Built for the World’s Fair. 

Brooklyn Union: Chicago will make a 
mistake if she attempts a taller tower than the 
Eiffel, even if Mr. Carnegie builds it; and if 
that gentleman should reflect for a short time 
with full information he would certainly ar- 
rive at the conclusion that something better 
than imitating, and even excelling, the French 
in the construction of a tower can be done. 
Forty men were employed three months in 
making drawings for the Eiffel, and the struct- 
ure is not merely gigantic—it is beautiful. 
It is a question whether the foundation could 
be made good near Chicago. Gen. Fitz-Sim- 
ons says of that part of the world. We are 
resting on a semi-fluid mass which is covered 
by a crust only sixteen feet thick.“ 

[But below that soft strata of thirty feet 
comes the hardpan and 2 There would be 
no difficulty in planting the feet of the tall 
tower on a firm foundation. 

However, if there is any danger of over- 
weighting the crust and the sinking of a part 
of the city, e presume the huge buildings 
that incumber the heavy business district 
would have given warnings. There is, how- 
ever, a feeling of apprehension in Chicago on 
this subject and a public sentiment forming that 
may interfere with sky-scraping architecture. 
It is fair to say that the foundations of the 
Eiffel are not esteemed absolutely solid, and 
there are immense hydraulic rams under each 
of the monstrous feet of the arches to adjust 
any deflection detected by the most delicate 
instruments. a Eiffel proved a prodigious 
magnet for the French. They all talked 
about it. Millions flocked to see it, and it 
became the vanity of France. No such tcel- 
ing could be aroused in this country by a sec- 
ond, even if enlarged, edition of it. The 
Eiffel, it was supposed, would afford a 
wonderful view of Paris, and so it did 
from the platfoom at a height of 350 feet. 
At the top, however, the great city was 
dwarfed until it looked like a collection of 
toys. All around it the country could be seen. 
Railroad trains at high s seemed to crawl, 
and it appeared a boy might pull them along 
with a string. Chicago should not be at pains 
to provide a point of view from which she 
would look small. She has, it must be admit- 
ted, a claim on the Eiffel.

When Doug- 
las read it he displayed great annoyance, 
winch his friends did not share, for they 
said: “This man Lincoln is a fool. He 
has given you your opportunity.” Douglas 
turned a sad, anxious face upon them and 
replied: *“‘ You do not know this man. I do 
not court such battle, I assure you, and yet 
I cannot avoid it.“ There followed the series 
of joint debates, seven in all, which have 
become historic. It was the first skirmish 
really of the greater battle, in which Lincoln 
was to be a commanding figure two years 
later. In it Lincoln won his honors. hen 
it began he was a man not much known be- 
yond the borders of his State, and when it was 
ended the eyes of the public everywhere were 
upon him. Here he mire that almost 
inspired strategy and wisdom which he was to 
manifest afterward in more conspicuous 
fields. He cornered Judge Douglas. He com- 
pelled him to answer a certain question and 
so to answer it that, while it saved for him the 
Senatorship. it was bound to lose for him and 
his party the Presidency. 

The scenes at these seven joint debates 
were in the highest degree typical of Western 
political life.

He had receivea a fair education. He had a 


thetic career is due mainiy to his power upon 
thé stamp. With the equities or moralities of 
Conkling’s career this writing has nothing to 
do; byt the secret of his power as a 
stump orator’ it is proper to probe 
and to ex it as the writer has 
learned it from anecdote, illustration, and 
recollections of those who knew him inti- 
mately. In it those young men who purpose a 
8 career may find some lessons. Mr. 
nkling may have been a born orator, but 
he was certainly a made orator. When he 
was some 16 years of age he attended school 
in this city, and was a student under Prof. 
Hawley. Hawley had heard O'Connell and 
some of the English orators, and he 
gave y Conkling instruction with illus. 
trations taken from the methods of these mas- 
ters. Conkling lived with hié brother. Col. 
Fred Conkling, who recently died, and they 
used to practice speaking together. There 
was a textbook written in the last 
century, “On the. Art of Speaking,” 
and this young Conkling mastered. 
He also devoted several hours a day to the 
reading of Macaulay and to the study of the 
English poets, committing many passages to 
memory. He used to say in after life that if 
he had any such command of English as J udge 
Thurman aud Charles Francis Adams and 
Charles Norton Elliott asserted was his gift, he 
owed it entirely to his intercourse with these 
masters of the English tongue. Early in life 
he began practicing speaking while dressing. 
He would repeat poems, or extracts from 
Prof. Goodrich’s work on British eloquence, 
bemg specially careful of his elocution and 
studying the effect of various intonations ex- 
actly as an actor would. He also practiced 
gestnres. This habit was kept up until he 
took up the practice of law in New York City. 
With such a training as this, Conkling, when 
uipped for the career 
out. He saw that he
